WASHINGTON, Dee. 6.-—Presl- 
dent Calvin Coolidge broke his of- 
ficial silenee this afternoon with 
a series of short, sharp explosions, 
Delivering his message in person 
to the new Congress at a point 
session of the Senate and the 
House fn the House Chamber, the 
President declared against the 
¢gldier bonus in a ton-word, une 
adorned sentence, «xpressed his 
unqualified approval of the Mellon 
tax reduction plan and indorsed 
the Harding-Hughes proposal of 
Ameirean adherenee to the World 
Court. 

In addition, the President, in a 
message taking a little, over an 
hour to delivér, put forth specifie 
recommendations on a large Vare 
liety of topics. 
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Both on the part of Congressmen. 
and the Washington public, there 
was eager curivsity to see and hear 
the New England President. Long 
before he entered the Capitol at 
12:30, the galleries were packed 
and crowds were clamoring for ad- 
mission. The floor of the chame 
ber, likewise, was filled. Wives of 
members, armed with tickets ef 
ccinission, were in many cases un- 
able to obtain seats.
